Chicago Promoter Tells Why 

He Bought 3000 Acres 

of Lake County Land 



JUST WEST OF WAUKEGAN 



New Railroad Also to be Built from Wau- 
kegan West to Connect With North- 
western, St. Paul and Soo Cine 



A. F. McKeown, Chicago and Lake 
county real-estate dealer and the man 
. who promoted some of the largest en- 
terprises in the state, told Tuesday 
what there is back of his Lake county 
land deals, and the story is an amazing 
one of industrial development that, Mr. 
McKeown says, is certain to come. 

As is generally known, Mr. McKeown 
lias been in the market for some years 
as regards Lake county land in the 
farm area between Warrenton and its 
• vicinity, and the Northwestern fast 
freight line west of Waukegan. 

During, this "time he has bought up 
tract after tract of land. Other land 
has been placed under contract of pur- 
chase. Other land has been under op- 
tion. The deals have extended over a 
long period. 

At the present time Mr. McKeown 
asserts he has control of 3,000 acres of 
Lake county land within the territory 
described, has spent $150,000 in pur- 
chases, and has $60,000 worth of con- 
tracts, with' about $40,000 worth of op- 
tions. 

Asked what his plans really are with 
respect to the district, which is one that 
is easily tapped by the Northwestern 
and the St. Paul, with the Wisconsin 
Central not a great way ,off, for the 
first time he made detailed announce- 
ment of his intentions and of how far 
they have been fulfilled. 

He asserts that an industrial city is 
planned between Warrenton and the 
Northwestern fast freight line. He 
states that the largest independent steel 
corporation in the world, independent of 
the steel trust and second only to it, 
will be located on the land. 

It is his further statement that a big 
brass manufactory will also locate there. 
In addition an open invitation is' ex- 
tended to other industries to consider 
the proposition. 

Lastly, and as a crowning feature, a 
new branch railroad, a sort of connect- 
ing short line, is planned to connect 
Waukegan harbor with the Northwest- 
ern fast freight, the St Paul, and Wis- 
consin Central, all for the benefit of the 
new industrial district. 

He states that the steel plant is now 
an assured fact and that tangible steps 
towards building the plant may be ex- 
pected at any moment He will not 
reveal the name of the company that 
will build the plant 

He also asserts that other industries 
will be located in the tract and that 
many deals are now pending. In fact 
he even tried to get the Durand Steel 
Locker company and the Thomas Brass 
and Iron company to locate on the land 
he controls. 



EXPL0SI0NJRECKS MILL 

Wheel House of Laflin Rand Plant at 
• Pleasant Prairie Destroyed / 

The wheel house of the plant of the 
Laflin, Rand Powder company at Pleas- 
ant Prairie was completely destroyed by 
an explosion at 11:30 Tuesday night of 
last week but no one was injured in the 
accident. Forty kegs of powder which- 
had been stored in the wheel house let 
go and the* building was completely 
wrecked and portions of the debris scat- 
tered over the surrounding country for 
some distance. To use the words of one 
of the men at the office of the company 
it was the worst "wheel blow" in the 
history of the plant but at the same 
time it was the most fortunate* of the 
chain of explosions that have taken 
place at the Kenosha county plant. In 
three minutes more there would have 
been a number of men at work in the 
wheel house and they would undoubted- 
ly have lost their lives. The men had 
left the building a half hour earlier and 
were standing near the office talking 
preparing to return to work when the 
explosion took place. The men rushed 
for shelter and all of them escaped un- 
injured. The rain of splinters about 
them continued for half a minutoand 
after it was over it was found that the 
wheel house was in ruins. As in the 
case of other explosions the men at the 
plant are unable to assign any cause and 
it is certain that there was no one in the 
wheel house at the time. The property 
loss to the company will be a consider- 
able one but it is stated at the offices of 
the company that the wheel mill will 
be rebuilt • at once. The force of the 
explosion was felt for miles about 
Pleasant Prairie and at Russell, but no 
report of its being felt was received in 
Antioch. 

None of the other buildings of the 
plant were damaged by the explosion.

The Board of Supervisors Friday 
afternoon adjourned to December 13th. 

One of the last things done was 'to fix 
the salaries of county officers at the 
same figures as last year, as follows: 

Judge— $2,500. 

Clerk— $2,300. 

Treasurer— $2,300. 

Sheriff— $1,500. 

The board selected the jurymen who 
will be called in the respective panels 
for the / October, December and March 
terms. 

The only bill allowed in full on the 
improvements of the court house is that 
of Plumber Lee McDonough. The bills 
of Lou Clark, Ryckman and Hoban and 
Son, paid all but 25 per cent which was 
left over to the December meeting. 

The improvement work on the build- 
ing aggregated about $5,000 and the 
amount caused a kick from many of the 
supervisors and for a time / it appeared 
as if none- might be allowed at this 
session. 



Over Eight Thousand Assistant 
masters Affected. 

According to a press dispatch, Presi- 
dent Taft will put assistant postmasters 
under civil Bervice, and also second and 
third class postmasters will be added to 
the merit system. 

The new order when issued will affect 
every assistant postmaster in Lake 
County and every second and third class 
postmaster, offices affected among 
others being Zion City, Waukegan, 
North Chicago, Lake Forest, Highland 
Park, Highwood, Libertyville, Grays- 
lake, Antioch, Barrington, and others. 

The big merit of the system will be 
that assistants will now have incentive 
to learn the postal business, and it is a 
business, from top to bottom, as they 
will not be removable by political 
changes, and can go ahead and take up 
postal affairs as a life .work, while 
hitherto the term . of qn assistant has 
always been uncertain. v 

The dispatch is as follows: 
Washington, D. C, Sept., 27.— The 
first definite result of the present cab- 
inet, sessions in Washington was the 
announcement today that President 
Taft will tomorrow issue an executive 
order extending the civil service .to in- 
clude all assistant postmasters. Presi- 
dent Taft will also recommend to Con- 
gress that second and third class post- 
masters be placed under civil service. 
This action is in line with Mr. Hitch- 
cock's recommendations, and by it over 
8,000 assistant postmasters will be 
affected.

Bead Lightning. 
During a violent thunderstorm last 
summer In northorn New York tho In- 
habitants of several towns were sur- 
prised to observe, several times In 
succession, a short luminous streak 
which appeared at a particular point 
In the clouds and remained visible 
about two secondB at a time. This 
was an example of the rare phenom- 
enon called bead lightning. When 
seen to advantage It resembles a 
string of luminous beads hung In a 
cloud, the beads being somewhat elllp* 
Ileal and tho ends of their axes In the 
line of their discharge being colored 
red and purple respectively. As seen 
In New York the line was viewed 
nearly end on, and there was only a 
suggestion of color visible. 



At the behest of a Waukegan news- 
paper, a daily that not long since al- 
most lost its voice in shouting the 
praises of the then proposed primary 
law, a meeting was held in the lake city 
Wednesday for the purpose of naming 
an independent candidate for the legis- 
lature. 

Only ten of the sixteen townships of 
the county were represented and from' 
these ten the representatives were 
present only because of a special invita- 
tion received from the aforesaid news- 
paper. 

The meeting was called to order by 
mine host, Mr. W. J. Smith the editor 
of the paper above mentioned. With a 
few happy remarks of welcome he at 
once put his guests in a most happy 
frame of mind with a few well chosen 
thoughts on the evil and iniquity that 
arch fiend, the new primary law, had 
been guilty of. (Mind you this is the 
same gentleman on whose o. k. some of 
us voted for this poor object of his 
abuse.) 

After the editor's stunt a general 
social confab was held among his guests. 
Like an old maid's tea parly they talked 
gossip (gossip of the poor primary law) 
for a while. 

After the hour for gossip had passed 
they decided it was up to them to do 
something devilish. They would beat 
this poor condemned primary law if 
they had to go around a stump to do it. 
And that's just what they did, they 
went around the stump and nominated 
an independent candidate for the legis- 
lature to combat the two regular nom- 
inees chosen the 15th of this month at 
the republican primaries. 

The victim selected for this honor, or 
dishonor as Editor Smith would have 
called it some four weeks since, is H. 
B. Eger of Libertyville, so from now 
on until he is swamped in November 
Mr. H. B.' Eger of Libertyville will be 
anti-primary, anti-progressive, pro-re- 
actionary candidate for the Illinois leg- 
islature. 

We wish to . congratulate Editor 
Smith's political astuteness in one 
particular phase. In selecting his pup- 
pet he exhibited sufficient force of 
character to be able to overcome his 
own personal prejudices and get away 
from the classic precincts of his own 
Waukegan and go even' as far in the 
county as the shambles of Libertyville 
to find his creature. 

Yes, we now have H.-B. Eger and if 
we take Mr. Smith's word for it it will 
be well for us to kick the primary law 
into a cocked hat to get him into the 
legislature. 

To be serious, what does all this tom- 
my rot mean? Is the primary 'law a 
joke? Is it a thing so flimsy that one 
or even two disgruntled newspaper edi- 
tors in a county can make its purpose 
and its results the laughing stock of the 
whole community. This is not the kind 
of a law Editor Smith led us to believe 
it was when it was on passage and we 
were following eagerly his forceful and 



intrepjd defense of it as a measure for 
the uplifting of the whole body politic. 
We are loth to believe it, but Editor 
Smith was either flim-flamming us then 
or he is now making a goat of his better 
self. If the latter is the fact we can 
only account for it on one ground. That 
is, that he is so thoroughly perturbed 
over the failure of.a political friend in 
Lake county to land right before the 
regular constituted republican primaries 
that his moral sensibilities have sud- 
denly festered and he figures for a mo- 
ment what seems to be a grievance to 
him is a grievance to the whole of Lake 
county. 

Editor Smith in a cooler and calmer 
moment must know that the cause of 
good government cannot be promoted 
by hysterical exhibitions of this kiri'd. 
His own good primary law gave him a 
fair show with all the rest of us to win 
out with his friends in an honest contest 
and simply because he happened to fail 
does not make all the rest of us think 
any the less of Mr. Smith's good pri- 
mary law. 

It hurts us out here as a matter of 
simple elementary sentiment to witness 
this sudden revulsion of parental affec- 
tion that Mr. Smith displays toward his 
once favorite political 'offspring and 
that's why we are trying to go into the 
psychology of the thing. 

The one guest of Mr. Smith's pink 
tea whom we really feel sorry for is 
Mr. Eger of Libertyville. Why should 
he be sacrificed merely to gratify an ir- 
responsible impulse of a Waukegan edi- 
tor? Mr. Eger has never done any- 
thing that we know of that he should 
be punished for and led like a lamb to 
the alter. His beguilement is not his 
own and this is why we weep. 

Editor Smith thinks he is going to 
win. Like the bull in the china shop, 
his pink tea he intends to turn into a 
rout and it will be a rout for himself 
and his friends. From now on until 
election day we will see nothing in the 
Waukegan Gazette and likewise the 
Sun, which is just now doing the "man 
Friday" act for Mr. Smith of the Ga- 
zette, that does not emphasize the 
great injustice done to Lake CoiSfty 
by the late Republican primaries. 

Injustice! Bahl We think over this 
way wo have nominated good men and 
that Lake County will get their best 
efforts. We are going to be game any- 
way and even if the primary law didn't 
look like the New Testament to us 
when it was on passage it was what the 
people wanted and you can bet we will 
stick. 



HAZING P ROVES SERIOUS 

Youth Said to be Dying From Effects of 
Immersion in Icy Waters. 
Wilfred Hpck, a freshman at Lake 
Forest University, is reported to be dy- 
ing at his home near Ottawa, 111., as'a 
result of mistreatment of the sophomore 
class of the college. Half a. hundred 
other youths attending the institution 
are said to have suffered broken noses, 
blackened eyes and bruises more or less 
serious in a free-for-all fight on the 
college campus Monday night. 

Ever since the opening of the present 
semester the sophomores have been 
making life all but unbearable for the 
first year students. Freshmen have 
been paraded in pajamas late at night 
in front of the women's dormitory and 
made to stand barefoot for hours at a 
time in the wet grass and sometimes in 
the rain. Refusal to obey the orders 
of the sophomores it is said, meant a 
ducking in the lake. 

Young Hock was one of those who 
refused to comply with the demands of 
the class above him and he was thrown 
into the lake, where he was kept in the 
cold water for several minutes. This 
happened several nights ago. He con- 
tracted a severe cold, which developed 
into pneumonia, from the effects of 
which he is reported to be dying. 

Monday night about 10 o'clock the 
sophomores made a united attack on 
the freshmen, most of whom had retir- 
ed. The freshmen had f ailad or refused 
to comply with some order issued by 
the sophomores and in punishment they 
were dragged from their beds out into 
the campus where the fight occurred. 

Blood flowed freely. Fists and clubs 
were used indiscriminately in a melee 
which continued for about an hour. 

It was reported that the Lake Forest 
police refused to make any attempt to 
quell the riot, in which nearly 150 fresh- 
men and sophomores engaged.

YOUTH DROWNS 

IN LAKE MICHIGAN 

Henry Feeley, prominent in the young- 
er set of Lake Forest society, drowned 
in the lake off that city Sunday morning 
in sight of a large crowd of sightseers, 
who looked helplessly on as the man 
sank. 

Feeley and a companion, James Allen, 
also of Lake Forest, went down to the 
beach at the foot of Deer Path avenue 
to swim. Allen, however, after test- 
ing the water, decided it was too cold. 
Feeley laughingly plunged into tho 
water. 

He swam to a sand bar about a quarter 
of a mile from shore and played around 
in the water. Allen climbed up on a 
high bluff to search for mushrooms. He 
was standing on the bluff overlooking 



the lake when he saw his companion 
floundering about helplessly in the 
water. 

He ran down to the beach and shouted 
to persons in the crowd on tho beach 'to 
aid in rescuing his friend. 

Seizing a boat, Allen attempted to 
launch it, only to find it leaky. From 
over the water came Feeley's frantic 
cries. Men ran up and down the beach 
in search of boats, but none was at hand. 
The crowd, powerless to offer help, 
Btood watching the drowning man's 
futile battle for life until the waters 
closed over him. 

Then the authorities were notified 
and a search for the body begun. At 
midnight the searchers were rewarded. 
Feeley was considered an expert swim- 
mer. He was 27 years old and a native 
of Green Bay, Wis. He lived in Lake 
Forest for three years, 



WANTS ELECTRIC ROAD 

McHenry Makes Flattering Offer— Grays- 
lake Cnthuiastic— Waukegan Meeting 

McHenry village has now made a bid 
for the electric road and assurrances 
have been given the promoters by prom- 
inent citizens of that village that, if the 
promoters will only build the road to 
their village, they themselves will raise 
all the money necessery to build the 
road from Wauconda, that they will get 
the right of way free of cost, etc. 
They want the road badly and the resi- 
dents of Western Lake county say their 
desire is apparent because they wish to 
get the trade of Western Lake county 
going to their business houses. 

At Grayslake Wednesday evening, a 
most enthusiastic meeting was held, 
both of the council and of the villagers. 
The council unanimously passed a fran- 
chise and ordinance extending the com- 
pany's rights for another year. The 
villagers were enthusiastic and raised 
$1,500 toward bringing the road there. 
The promoters asked the villagers to 
name a committee to examine the com- 
pany's records, go over the line os built 
and report to the people in a formal 
printed report They named a commit- 
tee which will do as the promoters sug- 
gest—make a thorough investigation. 

The dinner Friday evening in the 
Parish house in Waukegan arranged to 
discuss the road's chances of going to 
Waukegan is open to everybody, and 
just because a man hasn't been ap- 
proached and asked to buy a ticket, 
that is no reason for him to stay away.

AT LONG LAKE 

Some forty or more property owners 
residing on the borders of Long Lake 
have organized the Long Lake Improve- 
ment Association, which has been 
incorporated under the state law and 
for its object the construction of a 
waterway 30 feet wide, 6 feet deep and 
a mile and a half long connecting Long 
and Fox lakes and thus providing pass- 
age for boats from one lake to the 
other. The estimated cost of the pro- 
jected improvement is $2,500 for con- 
structing a dam and the necessary 
dredging and it is stated that one of the 
results will be to hold the water in 
Long Lake at the normal level or even 
increase the depth a foot

Suffering from mental aberration in- 
duced by grief over the illness and tem- 
porary disappearance of his wife,^ the 
Rev. Wild Little, for twenty-two years 
rector of St Mark's Episcopal church 
in Evanston, shot and killed himself at 
the rectory late Wednesday afternoon. 

Investigation to learn the cause of 
what appeared to be a suicide led to 
the discovery of a letter. W. S. Power, 
a member of the vestry, found it lying 
upon the top of Dr. Little's desk in the 
living room of the rectory. After mem- 
bers of the church read it it was turned 
over to the coroner and it will be pre- 
sented as a part of the evidence at. the 
inquest. 

At seven o'clock at nighta short ser- 
vice was conducted in the rectory by 
Archdeacon W. E. Toll of the diocese 
which includes St Mark's parish. 
Thirty members of the church, many 
of them wardens and vestrymen, were 
present. After the services the body 
was removed to the morgue. A meet- 
ing of the testry of the church was held. 
Friday to make arrangements for the 
funeral. 

Archdeacon Toll spent two hours with 
the rector in the morning at the rectory 
and at that time Dr. Little spoke of his 
fears for the safety of Mrs. Little and 
declared he saw no other way than to 
legally commit her to some sanitarium. 
He expressed a fear that she might 
do herself harm or cause harm and 
trouble to others if left without re- 
straint 

The letter which was found on Dr. 
Little's writing desk read: 

28Sept 1910.— Something has broken 
in my brain. I told the doctor and the 
Slaymakers, and they would not be- 
lieve me. But it is true. The wireless . 
clothline is broken. - God have mercy. 
O, my poor wife. Be good to her. 
The sentence "The wireless clothes- 
line, is broken," is unexplained. His 
friends' believe it reflected the vagary 
of a broken mind. ' 

MILK TRAIN 

WRECKED 

WEDNESDAY 

Wednesday morning shortly after the 
milk train on the Soo Line left its start- 
ing point, Waukesha Wis., it met a 
fast freight in a head on collision, with 
the result that the entire milk train 
was derailed and nearly all of its crew 
were injured, some quite seriously al- 
though no fatalities were reported. 

The engine on the freight train was 
considerably broken up, with its engi- 
neer and fireman numbering among the 
injured. 

Exact details of the accident are un- 
obtainable but it is reported that the 
collision was due to the fact the freight 
was four minutes behind time and full 
steam had been put on in an attempt to 
reach the switch, which they failed to 
do, and were consequently running at 
full speed on the main track when the 
milk train should have had the right of 
way. 

Although little is known* in regard 
to the matter it is quite evident that ' 
the smash up was a bad one as the 
track was not cleared bo that traffic 
could be resumed until nearly eleven 
hours later, although the wrecker and 
the numerous section gange were soon 
on the scene. 

The milk train failed to make ita. 
regular trip that day but a freight train 
was made up this side of the wreck and 
the milk in this Bection was picked up 
about noon and taken to Chicago. 

As a result of the tie up Antioch was 
altnost entirely without mail for the 
day.

We Have Over Half of the New World 




WVSHINGTON— The Indications be- 
ing that tho census will show the 
population of the United Stntes to bo 
over 90,000,000, it seems assured that 
tho republic contains moro than half 
of tho inhabitants of tho New World, 
It Is quite probable that all of the re- 
maining countries of this hemisphere 
have fewer than 80,000,000, Inhabi- 
tants. 

That point can never be settled defi- 
nitely until conditions change radi- 
cally in many extensive regions, of 
Latin America. Now most of iho 
states south of Mexico and north of 
the Argentine either make a farco of 
their census taking or else do not at- 
tempt it at any time. 

Recent estimates, partly based upon 
census records, which have been 
made In South America and Central 
America, Indicate that thero are about 
70,000,000 people living between tho 
Hlo Grande nnd Cape Horn, Including 
the West Indies. Canada has per- 
haps 7,000,000, allowing for rapid 
growth since tho census of 1901, and 
Newfoundland adds less than 250,000. 

Unless the estimates, which Bcem 
most intelligently made, are very wide 
of tho mark in several countries 
where there are no authentic and ex- 
act statistics of population, the total 
for the New World, outside of the 



United. StateB, cannot exceed 80,000,- 
000. 

Brazil, much the largest country of 
South America, Is the most populous 
In tho Western Hemisphere, except 
the United States. It Is probable that 
a full arid careful enumeration of the 
Brazilians would show about 20,000,- 
000 of .them. 

Mexico, only, about 25 per cent of 
the size of Brazil In square miles, is 
safely established in third place 
among all the nations of the New 
World, as far as numbers go. In other 
respects the Argentine surpasses Mex- 
ico, and so does Canada. Their indus- 
trial output is greater and their for- 
eign commorce is larger In- every way. 

Argentina and Canada are alke also, 
In growing so fast and with such ns- 
surance of continued swift expansion 
that they may overtake and pass Mex- 
ico. Their chief cities already surpass 
the largest civic oenters In tho coun- 
try which Diaz makes his footstool. 
But now neither is within fi.000,000 of 
tho Mexican total. 

As a rule, with comparatively few 
exceptions, Latin America Is rich in 
unsettled country. A very large part 
of the vast expanse of land south of 
the Mexican frontier, nil the way to 
the southern end of South America 
lies open to settlement 

Some day such wealth in unused na- 
tural resources must cause great 
growth, but that Is a matter of the in- 
definite future. For the present It is 
certain that tho United States will 
hold its lead over tho other countries 
of tho New World, counting all of 
them together.

S regularly as tho Bpsslons roll 
around, congress Bldesteps, smoth- 
ers or overrides all propositions which 
would embark the government in the 
business of road building. The logic 
and Importance In tho outcry for 
"goodronds" Is universally admitted; 
but everybody's business comes peril- 
ously near having nobody's attention. 
Somo commnultles, townships, coun- 
ties nnd a few states havo made moro 
or less real progress towards Improv- 
ing the highways locally. Where tho 
states take a hand a beginning Is made 
towards obtaining "through routes." 
But, despite all that has been said for 
a revival of road building, notwith- 
standing editorial support from publi- 
cations of nil pnrtlsan shndes, the 
movement as yet has no central or- 
ganization which presses tho work 
along broad lines. 

The federal government thus far co- 
operates only by giving advice. It 
m.f.n tains a small bureau In the de- 
partment of ngrlcylture devoted first 
to the propaganda of the' good roads 
Idea and secondly to tho maintenance 
of a limited corps of experts, who, 
when their assistance is solicited, will 
make suggestions as to the best meth- 
ods for road building under given cir- 
cumstances, nnd to a certain extent,

experiments In the use of materials 
are conducted by the specialists of 
this bureau. Here the government 
stops, for the reason that dominant 
view In congress has been that this 
properly delimits the government's 
function. 

Representative Anthony of Kansas 
introduced a bill In the house last win- 
ter for the construction of a military 
highway between Fort Leavenworth 
and Fort Riley, 100 miles, by convicts 
in tbo two federal penitentiaries at 
Fort Leavenworth. The bill was lost 
after a debate that developed Into a 
general discussion of the good roads 
movement. 

The measure haul the Indorsement of 
President Tnft, the chief of staff of 
the array and the quartermaster gen- 
eral. General J. Franklin Bell, then 
chief of staff, stated In a letter to Rep- 
resentative Anthony thnt the proposed 
road would unquestionably bo of 
great military value and convenience." 
Farmers of many townships through 
which tho proposed road would run 
offered to supply all the rock and 
other mnterlal to be used In Its con- 
struction. 

. Like others of Its kind, this meas- 
ure was wrecked upon constitutional 
rocks. The opponents of the bill con- 
tended that General Bell did not dalm 
the road to bo a military necessity, 
and thnt. If not done for this purpose, 
the government cduld not build It, bo- 
cause tho constitution authorizes tho 
construction of only such roads as aro 
required to meet military .necessities 
and post roads.

"Death and accident havo been 
caused by street cars and other vehi- 
cles," the superintendent of police 
says.

"Ball playing on the streets," ho 
continued, "has resulted In complaints 
on account of noises and broken win- 
dows. , Tho same hue and cry is 
raised when vacant lots are used for 
baseball and other games. At times, 
In certain localities, large and noisy 
gatherings are attracted." 

Street corner gatherings are to bo 
broken up, the superintendent says. 
Indulgence In profanity and other had 
langunge Is to mean punishment. All 
offenders who arc caught will be pros- 
ecuted. The police think that keep- 
ing boys off the streets at night would 
accomplish much good.

break out in a non-flreproof building. 

Tho loss of government property In 
this flro Is thought to bo less than 
$1,000, but in the library over the flro 
was a unique collection of geological 
literature containing more than GG,000 
volumes, 85,000 pamphlets and 3C.000 
maps, the most complete collection of 
geological works and maps In this 
country If not in the world. 

What the United Statns Govern- 
ment needs Is a magnificent hall of 
records, whero all the valuable arch- 
ives of tho government might bo 
Btored in absolutely fireproof vaults 
Somo day after a few hundred million 
dollars worth of these valuable rec- 
ords have been destroyed congress 
will give, us a hall of records.

Excluding tho populous and thrifty coast 
region of southern California, tho southwest Is 
'the most thinly populated and least developed 
; portion of the country south of Alaska. As 
'thlB condition is due mainly to a climate so 
: arid that but llttlo can be raised without irri- 
gation, Its future levelopment Is to bo meas- 
ured by the utilization of the vast volume of 
flood waters now going to waste. This water 
can bo applied to millions of acres of level 
lands with rich soil, which with tho unending 
sunshine of its mild cli- 
mate will respond with' 
large and profitable 
crops. 

Unfortunately, there 
Is not enough water 
for all the land, but 
there is sufficient, If 
all woro utilized, to 
support a population 
many times as largo 
as ,tho present one. The 
government I s n o w 
spending $12,000,000 in 
reclamation projects in 
Arizona and New Mex- 
ico which supply water 
for nearly one-half mil- 
lion ncres of fertile 
lands. This will givo 
great impetus to devel- 
opment, and In time, 
when settlers take up 
tho reclaimed land, 
Ihero will be a largo 
increase In Its agricul- 
tural productions. 

In the great coast 
region of southern Cal- 
ifornia, with a popula- 
tion of nearly 000,000, 
(he principal product 
1b tho orange and oth- 
er fruits, with a valuo 
of about $20,000,000 a 

year, while In the Inland districts tho mining 
industry is the largest source of rovouue. Por- 
tions of the southwest are richly productive of 
various minerals, notably those of copper, and 
recently southern California has become a 
. heavy producer of pctrbleum. The valuo of 
the copper, oil and other products of tho 
ground aggregates about $75,000,000 a year. 
It is probablo that further exploration will 
• disclose large additional supplies of ores of 
various kinds, especially those of low grade, 
which will prove profitable under. Improved 
methods of reduction. 

Tho southwest presents a variety of topo- 
graphic features, and many of its economic 
resources are closely related to them. Thero 
is great rango in altitude, with corresponding 
variation in climatic conditions. Ono of tho 
most salient features is the wide, high platoau 
of northern Arizona, which reaches an alti- 
tude of 8,000 feet. It is surmounted by vari- 
ous volcanic peaks, notably San FranclBco 
peak, which Is 12,011 feet above sea lovel. 

To tho east this district merges Into on 
Irregular series of high plateaus, constituting 
tho western half of Now Mexico. 

To the west and south it drops by huge 
stepB Into tho great region of desert valloys 
or bolsoms of Nevada, western Arizona, and 
southeastern California. These deserts are 
wide, long plains, lying botween mountain 
ridges of varying lengths and heights, ridges 
which are all very rocky and mbstly treeless 
and trend north and south. 

Diagonally across southern California there 
extends the long curving rldgo of tho Sierra 
Mndro and San Bernardino mountains, be- 
tween which and tho ocean lies tho largo oval 
area known as tho valley of southern Califor- 
nia. This valley Is tho great citrus fruit dis- 
trict, and LoB Angeles. 

Thero are two great rivers In tho south- 
west, tho Colorado and tho Itlo Grande. The 
Colorado river has boon compared to tho Nile 
and the similarity is. notable. Both are 
streams of tho first rank, rising in high moun- 
" tains, and finally crossing a broad region of 
•semi-tropical, nearly rainless deserts. Both 
empty Into seas In nearly. the.,samo lntltudo. 
and their lower courses are through wide del- 
tas of Tortllo soil. The nnniial overflows add 
now sediments fortllo with plant food, and at 
a* time' favorable for the crops. 

Tho agricultural capabilities are closely 
similar, but while much of tho lower Nile val- 
ley Is utilized tho Colorado valloy Is just be- 
ginning to be settled. The watershed area of 
tho Colorado, with its two head branches, tho 
Green and tho Grand, Is. over 200,000 square 
miles, its course 2,000 miles in length, and Its 
annual discharge is 11,000,000 acro-feot, or 
enough to cover that number of acres ono foot 
deep. 
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about 4,000 feet wide and COO deep, 
with an irregular encircling rim of 
loose rock fragments irom 120 to 160 
feet high. 

The petrified forests attract many 
visitors, especially the most acces- 
sible one south of Adamana, a station 
on the Santa Fo railroad a few miles 
east of Holbrook. There is a large 
quantity of the material in sight hero, 
some of it in largo logs'. One of these 
logs spans a small draw aB a natural 
bridge. 

Arizona possesses a very pictur- 
esque natural bridge of limestone 
spanning Pine creek, in Gila county, 



permanent and mostly very ancient, and their 
religious ceremonies are extremely elaborate 
and picturesque. They live In villages o*f sev- 
eral hundred Inhabitants, in substantial stono 
or adobe houses, Home of which are in groups, 
rising in tiers to a height of four or five sto- 
ries, with streets and central plaza. They are 
peaceful and industrious, raising crops largely 
by Irrigation. They liavo herds of cattle and 
sheep, and spinning, weaving and making 
their garments is one of their Important occu- 
pations. 

Work appears evenly divided between men 
and woman iii the queblos. The men do tho 
farming, tend to the cattle and sheep, do the 
hunting, build the houses, and have many 

smaller trades and

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ert ridges, final- 
ly- passing out 
Into the wide del- 
ta plain extend- 
ing to its mouth. 
Tho Rio Gran- 
de is a large 
river rising in 
the mountains of 
Colorado, trav- 
ersing Now Mex- 
ico from north to 
south, and finally 
constituting tho 
boundary line be- 
tween Texas and 
Mexico. 

The definition 
of a desert given 
by tho dictiona- 
rles, "a dry, 

sandy region without vegetation dr inhabi- 
tants," Is defective, and tho idea that it Is nec- 
essarily flat is erroneous. Most portions of 
the average desert bear an extensive, though 
somewhat widely spaced, flora. Many desert 
regions contain numerous settlements, tho Sa- 
hara desert for instance having a population 
of '2,500,000. ' Loose Band is a minor feature, 
and much more prevalent on tho scacoasts and 
along the bottom lands of rivers. There are 
wldo areaB of bare rocks, and tho larger des- 
erts Include mountains, ridges, mesas and deep 
canyons. 

The deserts of the southwest are regions 
of very scanty rainfall, parts of thorn having 
only three inches a year and evaporation of 
eighty inches or. more. 

This canyon 1b the mile-deep gorge cut by 
the Colorado river acroBs tho high plateau of 
northern Arizona, The vlow from tho rim 
reveals tho most stupendous panorama Imag- 
inable, for one sees into an.nrea of about GOO 
square miles filled with an endless variety of 
most rugged topographic forms of many beau- 
tiful . colors. On the sky-line, ten to fifteen 
miles away, is the edge of a wide-reaching pla- 
teau, and In the middle ground of tho picture- 
flows tho Colorado river, nearly a mile below 
one's feet. 

Tho features aro so gigantic and ss plainly 
in vlow that all sense pf,scalo Is lost, and it Is 
not until one has been down to the bottom of 
the canyon at tho river level that any adequate 
sense of proportion can bo gained. 

Tho canyon was discovered by Cardenas, 
who went to Its edge in 1540 on a branch trip 
from Coronndo's expedition, on information ob- 
tained by Tovar from the Hop! Indians. The 
' original nanio given to tho river was TiBon, 
Spanish for firebrand, and it is to be regretted 
that tho nnmo, luis not boon rotalned to avoid 
the present confusion duo to tho river- hnving 
the same name as the state. 

Coon butto, another of tho greatest wonders 
in our country, is also situated in tho south

It is 
cut deeply into 
soft sandstones, 
which rise in ver- 
tical walls, with 
many outlying 
pinnacles and monuments. Some of these fea- 
tures appear also In the great 'wall of red 
sandstone on tho north side , of the wide do- 
pression through which the Santa Fe railroad 
crosses the continental divide east of Gallup. 
One of the most remarkable pinnae es_of th is 
wall 1b fancifully termed the Navajo Church. 
Fow persons who travel acrosB tho south- 
west realize that In Arizona and New Mexico 
there are enormous forests of valuable timber 
and that tho lumbering Ib an important Indus- 
try. In both territories there are Boveral largo 
forest reservations, and ono of the8G * n A* 1 : 
zona, tho Coconino forest, with nearly G.000 
square miles, is the largest single reserve in 
tho United States. The total forest area re- 
served in Arizona Ib 15,250,130 acres, or more 
than 24,000 square miles, and in New Mexico 
there are 10,971,711 acres, or moro than 17,000 
square miles. . Southern California also has 
several large reserves. 

The Coconino forest In Arizona occupies 
part of tho great platoau in which tho Grand 
Canyon is cut, and extends to tho brink of the 
canyon. 

The visitor to the southwest usually takes 
keen interest in the Indians, who are numer- 
ous not only along tho main lines of travel, 
but In many remote ' villages; Some tribes, 
notably tho Apaches, who continued to be 
troublesome until a relatively recent date, 
have become famous for the misdeeds that ma- 
terlally retarded, the development of Arizona 
anu western New Mexico. Now, however, all 
Is peace and trauquilllty. The newspapers, es- 
pecially eastern onos, occasionally print ac- 
counts of uprisings, but those prove to bo local 
quarrels with a few individuals. ^ 

The Indiaus of tho southwest are of two 
kinds,. differing greatly in most of their char- 
acteristics. Ono Is tho nomad type, represent- 
ed- by the Apaches, NavajoB, tho Yumas,. Pa- 
pagbcB and Plmas, and smaller trlbos; tho 
. other is the pueblo typo, which Is comprised 
of 20 pueblos, or villages, scattered through 
central and western New Mexico, and In tho 
Hopl reserve, In northwestern Arizona. 

Probably there Ib greater popular interest 
in tho pueblo people, for their settlements aro 



occupations. The 
women do the house- 
work, grind the 
corn, make pottery, 
blankets and 
clothes. 

The visitor is 
generally impressed 
by the pueblo 
people and pleasdd 
with the agreeable 
home life and sim- 
ple hospitality 
which they readily 
offer. 

Tho interesting 
features of the 
southwest, notably 
the beauty of the 
coast region and the 
special climatic ad- 
vantages, draw a 
large number of 
tourists and health- 
seekers, especially 
in winter,. and every 
year sees a substan- 
tial incrense in tho 
influx of visitors. 
Because of its 
dry air and mild climate the southwest has be- 
come famous as a health resort, especially for 
those having tuberculosis of the respiratory or- 
gans. Tho percentage of cures made in New. 
Mexico, Arizona and California, great sb it is. 
would be much greater If a larger proportion of 
thoBo who are seeking health came In time. It is 
necessary to come before tho vitality is too 
greatly diminished and then to live under 
favorable conditions, tho most essential of 
which is to bo out of doors as much as pos- 
sible. 

Many health-seekers spend most of their 
moucy In railroad faro to reach the desired 
resorts. Physicians do a great wrong to pa- 
tients in Bending them so far from home, 
friends and care without means to provide 
suitable quarters, nourishment and attention 
to sustain them while making their fight 
ngalnst death. 

The climate of tho Bouthwest presents con- 
siderable variety, but In all the lower lands 
the winters are dollghtfully mild, and every- 
where blue sky is in evidence for more than 
300 days in the year. Tho summers are 
warm; in tho southern desert area they are 
decidedly hot for several months, but the dry 
air even then is much more endurable than 
tho sultry summer weather of the eastern and 
central states. Sunstroke Is unknown, and 
laborers continue their work without distress. 
The valley of southern California is pro- 
tected from the cold northern winds of winter 
by high mountain ranges, while to the south 
it Is open to the Pacific. Owing to the pecu- 
liar configuration of tho coast tho cold Cali- 
fornia current from the north is .deflected west 
near Point Conception, and hence/' the south- 
ern. California shores have waters warmer by 
about ten degrees than those to the north. 

This beneficent climate Is responsible for 
the giant Industry of fruit growing which has 
made California famous over the globe. Cali- 
fornia furnishes tho major part of the very 
large amount of oranges and other citrus 
fruits consumed In tho United States, and 
this business has been the potent cause in the 
development of southern California. 

The orange and other citrus fruits of 
southern California have an output of about 
30,000 . carloads a year, with a net valuo of 
more than $15,000,000. 

East of tho mountains in southern Califor- 
nia is an extensive desert country, much of 
it without water, but large areas can be 
reached by ditches from the Colorado river. 
Tho. most notable district of the sort of in tho 
Salton desert, near tho Mexican boundary. A 
few yearB ago this was a- lonely and forbid- 
ding region, but now, by-aid of irrigation from 
the Colorado river, It has several thriving 
settlements, with 100,000 people and 200,000 
acres of cultivated land. That portion of it 
known as Imperial valloy has tho greatest 
development, and with rich soil and semi-trop- 
ical climate phenomenal results havo been ob- 
tained when water is applied.' 

Ono of the. best known products of this 
region Is the canteloupe, of which the annual 
shipments are over 1,800 cars, bringing nearly 
a million dollars. This valley contains over 
400,000 acres of land, and just across the Mex- 
ican line are 200,000 moro. 

Tho great oil fields of California are in the 
southern part of the state, and with rapidly. In- 
creasing production they promise to be the 
largest producers in the country. •- — . 



Nicholas of Montenegro Affectionately 

Known as "the Father of His 

.People" Literally Worshiped 

by His Subjects. 

Vienna.— One of the most interest-, 
lng monarchs in Europe, perhaps any- 
where, is Prince, now King, 'Nicholas 
of Montenegro, who has recently cele- 
brated the fiftieth anniversary of his. 
reign. During thlB half century he 
has been to the people a father and a 
friend, and it is asserted that he knoWB. 
every one of his subjects by name, 
which probably is an exaggeration. He 
Bpends his summers in Cetinje and his 
winters In Anttvarl, down . on the 
Adriatic coast, but has residences in 
the principal towns of- the kingdom, 
and occupies each for., a few weeks 
every year in order to keep in" touch 
with local affairs. He is very demo- 
cratic in his manners, and although .he 
dresses in the national costume of his 
country, which looks fantastic for .a 
man of his age, his tastes are simple, 
and his habits and manners are those 
of a country gentleman. 

Nicholas was born at the little vil- 
lage of Njegos, a neBt in the moun- 
tains, in 1841. His uncle, Danllo, the^ 
late Vladika of Montenegro, designated* 
him for his successor. He was edu- 
cated in Vienna, TrleBto and Paris, 
and was not quito twenty years old 
when he was elevated to the throne. 

In 18C0. a few months after he was 
crowned, Nicholas married a Monte- 
negrin girl, Milena Vukotlch, daughter 
of Peter Vukotlch, president of the 
council of state, who was also a farm- 
er and one of tho largest land owners 
In the country, and she has been a 
congenial companion and valuable 
help meet. 

The Princess Mellena Is as popular 
as her husband, and presides over tho 
palace with simple but graceful dig- 
nity. She wears the native costume 
when she Is in Montenegro, but has a 
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Nicholas of Montenegro. 

Paris outfit when Bhe visits foreign 
countries. She insists upon her daugh- 
ters-in-law wearing the same o dress as 
her subjects when they are at home, 
and encourages the people to continue 
tho ancient customs and practise tho 
old-fashioned arts and accomplish- 
ments of past generations. 

Nicholas usually rides around in a 
little pony chaise, drawn by a diminu- 
tive animal like that Queen Victoria 
used to use in her garden at Osborne 
and In the. park at Balmoral. The 
pony Is led by n page and the prince 
sits back in tho cushions and talks to 
everybody he meets on the street in a 
most condescending and fatherly man- 
ner. The women come out from their 
houses and kiss the hem of his cloak 
and the llttlo children, worship him as 
if he were a demi-god. In the eyes of 
theBe simple people he Is the author 
of all tho good that they enjoy; the 
protector of their lives and homes; 
their guardian and benefactor in every 
sense. 

From 14G0 to 1851 the executive au- 
thority In Montenegro was exercised 
by Vladikas, or prince bishops as they 
were called, the same man being the 
head of tho church and tho head of 
tho state. He performed the ecclesias- 
tical functions of a patriarch of the 
Orthodox Greek church as well as the 
civil duties of a king. At first tho 
Vladikas were elected by ballot, but 
about 1G9G a powerful and progressive 
leader named Babylas founded the 
present dynasty, and, aB the Vladika 
was not permitted to marry, tho crown 
has descended from undo to nephew 
In the same family ever since. King 
Nicholas, the prosent ruler of Monte- 
negro, is the second who has not been 
ordained as a priest. Ho simply re- 
fused to assume ecclesiastical authori- 
ty and the v people, who idolized hjm 
as a young man, unanimously bus« • 
taioed him in his violation of preco- 
! dent. Ecclesiastical authority is there- 
fore exercised by a regular bishop, 
elected by the clergy. 

The daughters of King Nicholas 
are uncommonly beautiful and accom- 
plished and those of them who have 
married have done well. Princess 
Helena married the kirv; of Italy; 
Anna became the wife of Prince Fran- 
cis Joseph of Battenberg; MUItza mar- 
ried Grand Duko Peter, brother of the 
czar, aiid Stena wed Grand . Duke 
Nicholas Nicolarevltch, cousin of the' 
czar. Of the sons, Crown Princb 
Danllo married Militzo, daughter of 
the grand duke of MeckVenberg, and 
Mirko took for wife Natalie Constan' 
tlnovltoh, daughter of a Russian grand 
duke. There are two daughters loft, 
and a eon, Prince jPoter, .i

, Cincinnati.— Doom for tho "pork 
barrel" and a new policy of waterway 
Improvement, under which congress 
would authorize prompt completion of 
a project when once undertaken, to 
tho end that river transportation may 
prove a strong factor in reducing 
rail rates, were advocated hero at tho 
Ohio Valley exposition by President 
Taft. 

The president said that the country 
Is roused- against corrupt control of 
legislative agencies, but that selOBh 
combinations of tho representatives of 
the majority are equally dangerous. 

We have reached a new epoch In 
tho matter of improvement of our wa- 
terways. The public is greatly 
aroused by tho confident and Just be- 
lief that by a more symmetrical, rea- 
sonable and prompt expenditure of 
money upon approved projects, rates 
for transportation may bo lowered, 
and the business of tho country en- 
tirely benefited. 

As a country, we aro all In favor of 
tho most offectlvo and economical ex- 
penditure for tho development of our 
^waterways, but as members of a dis- 
trict, and as representative-, of dls- 
itrlcts, wo are selfishly Insistent upon 
our shares of public appropriations 
-each year, however much that division 
of the spoil Impedes tho adoption of 
»tho effective and economical improve- 
ment of our water transportation. 

The evil In tho corrupt control of a 
congress or a legislature by private In- 
terests Is manifest and always called 
for condemnation. But thero Is an- 
other kind of legislative abuse as dan- 
gerous to public weal in certain of Its 
aspects as corruption, and that 1b the 
selfish combination of tho constltu- 
ences to expend the money of the gov- 
ernment for tho temporary benefit of a 
part or with little benoflt to the whole. 
It Is the duty of tho majority and 
tho minority to legislate always for 
the bonefit of the whole people, nnd 
any enactments that look to the selfish 
' exploitations of loss than tho wholo 
at the expense of the wholo, and with- 
out benoflt to tho wholo, Is a species 
of legislative abuse that comes very 
near corruption in its effects, and Is 
perhaps more dangerous thnn corrup- 
tion, becnuso those who support such 
a combination are generally bold In 
Its defense.

FIND NEW BRIBE EVIDENCE 

Charles Luke, Now Dead, Is Said to 

Have Confessed to Getting 

$1,000 for Vote. 



Springfield, Ill.-State's Attorney 
Durke of Snngamon county has ob- 
tained Information that another mem- 
ber of the Illinois legislature received 
$1,000 for voting for William Lorimer 
for senator. 

The man who made this admission 
of receiving cash for his vote was 
Charles S. Luke of Nashville, who 
represented the Forty-fourth district 
in the house, and who has since died.. 
Mr. nurke obtained the knowledge of 
Luke's admission some time ago, but 
it could not bo used as evidence in 
any pending criminal case. 

It Is pertinent, however, to the 
broader matter of Lorimer's election 
now under investigation by the sena- 
torial committee In Chicago, and may 
be used In that Inquiry. 

The admission was made by Luke, 
according to ono of Mr. Burko's staff 
familiar with the matter, to Hugh V, 
Murray of Carlyle, now state's attor- 
ney of Clinton county. 

The date of the conversation In 
which Luke made the confession was 
AuguBt 18, 1909, months prior to the 
publication of the WhKo confession 
nnd tho corroborative confessions of 
Beckemeyer, Link and Holstlaw. Luke 
Is said to have told Murray: 

•1 got $1,000 for my voto for Lori- 
mer, and Beckemeyer was a fool If he 
didn't get the same." 

Luke was one of those present in 
the Southern hotel bathroom in St. 
Louis, and his widow gave testimony 
before the Cook county grand Jury 
that seemed to Indicate that he had 
not been overlooked In tho * 4 Jack-pof* 
distribution. 



Clayton. Kan.— A terrible disaster 
took place on the Rock Island rail- 
road two miles east of hero Friday, 
when a fast train plunged through an 
open bridge and into 20 feet of water j 
Sixteen persons were killed nnd 11 
injured. Most of tne victims were oc- 
cupants of the smoking car. which 
was telescoped by the car following 

it- ^ , 

The stream which wrought tho de- 
struction Is nt ordinary times simply 
a dry arroyo, with no water, but with 
its banks 30 feet below tho level of 
tho railroad bridge. A tremondous 
rain had fallen during tho night and 
the ordinarily dry bed wns soon filled 
to tho brim with a wild torrent. Tho 
bridge itself was quickly broken up 
and carried awny. 

Shortly after ono o'clock In the 
morning, while the storm yet raged, 
the fast Rock Island passenger train 
from KnnsnB City to Denver, travel- 
ing at a forty mile per hour speed, 
rushed headlong Into the gap and the 
forward end of the train took tho 
plunge into the water filled ravine. 

Tho locomotive, tender and baggage 
car disappeared entirely under the wa- 
ter, and tho engineer, fireman, bag- 
gageman and conductor were all in- 
stantly killed. 

The smoker, which stopped on the 
brink of the stream, was telescoped 
by a chair car and many of the pas- 
sengers killed outright. Others were 
thrown into the stream and drowned. 
With the oxception of tho last Pull- 
man the entire train left the track 
and the cars and coaches were piled 
In ono big heap or rolled Into tho 
ditch alongside tho rails. 

Tho uninjured passengers made 
their way to the brink of tho stream 
and rendered what assistance they 
could, working by the light of tho few 
lanterns which could bo found. 

Other passengers as well as train- 
men walked to Clayton in tho search 
for help. From this place tho news 
was telegraphed to headquarters and 
relief trains wcro started from Belle- 
ville and Philllpsburg. Citizens of 
Clayton In wngons drove hastily to 
tho scene of the wreck and. aided by 
bonflres which they lighted, worked 
in the storm amid the debris in tho 
search for the dead apd injured. 

The little stream lost Its water as 
rapidly aa it had found it. and soon 
the ravine was practically dry. Down 
stream for half a milo tho dead and 
Injured were found and removed to 
tho improvised hospitals. Nino of 
these dead were identified by letters 
and otherwise. Seven are without 
identification marks. 



Chicago. — Harry W. and Max 
C. Chotiner of the Pittsburg to- 
bacco distributing firm of 11. W. Choti- 
ner & Brother, Incorporated, were hold 
up and robbed of $10,000 in money 
and a two-carat diamond Bhlrt stud 
valued at $500 at Qulncy and Jefferson 
street last night Tho hold-up men 
aro still at large. 

The brothers \vero on their way 
from Twelfth and^ Halated streets to 
| tho Brovoort hotel, whero they aro 
stopping. Being strangers in tho city, 
they lost their way. While walking In 
Qulncy street 100 feet east of Jeffer- 
son thoy woro seized from behind by 
two men. Max, who carried the money 
in his inside coat pocket, was hurled 
Into a vacant lot and pinned down by 
his assallunt. while his brother en- 
gaged In a Btrugglo with tho other 
highwayman on the sidewalk. 

In tho struggle Harry was robbed of 
his diamond. Gaining his freedom by 
wriggling out of his coat, he declares 
he ran* down the stroet shouting "Mur- 
der," "Police," "Help," continuing to 
tho Union depot, soveral blocks away, 
where he met a policeman. When tho 
policeman reached the scene of tho 
robbery ho found Max lying In the lot 
In' a semi-conscious condition. 

When Max revived ho snld that after 
bo had been knocked down by ono rob- 
ber another attacked him, knocking 
tho breath out of him. Tho money 
was then wrested from his pocket, and 
the highwaymen ran. 

Tho Chotiner brothers tried to de- 
posit the money In the First National 
bank, but decided to carry it, aB it 
would be impossible to get the money 
out of tho bank until today. They had 
•jitended to leave Chicago last night 
for Janesvlllo, Wis., to complete a deal 
for $10,000 worth of tobacco. 



Lawyers In Bribery Case Clash Over 

the Admission of Evidence 

Which Is Expected to 

Widen Inquiry. 

Chicago.— "Jack-pot" testimony and 
all other evidence dealing with alleged 
bribery of Illinois legislators to vote 
for William Lorimer will be admitted 
by tho senate Investigating commit- 
tee as tho result of a decision- It mndo, 
overruling Elbrldgo Hanecy'B objec- 
tion to Charles A. White's evidence 
at tho hearing Monday. 

Arguments on making permanent 
tho ruling to admit "Jack-pot" testi- 
mony were made, each Bide being al- 
lowed twenty minutes. Upon the con- 
clusion of tho arguments they ruled 
that the question which precipitated 
it Bhould bo answered. They also 
decided that hereafter each "Jack- 
pot" question should bo ruled upon 
separately. 

Attorney Hanecy'B objection camo 
when Representative Charles A. 
White was on the stand. White had 
told his story of tho alleged offer of 
$1,000 to vote for Lorimer for senator 
and had begun to tell the committee 
that in addition he was promised n 
share in tho "Jack-pot" when Attorney 
Hanecy interrupted. 

Attorney Hanecy submitted that tho 
"Jack-pot" evidence was irrelevant to 
tho bribery charge. 

The committee retired to a private 
room for deliberation and after ten 
minutes decided that Mr. Hanccy'a 
objection could not stand. Tho deci- 
sion la taken to widen the scope of 
tho inquiry to include every action 
which in any way has bearing on Sen- 
ator Lorimer's election.

OSSESSING the shadow, but 
denied the substance of con- 
stitutional government, Mexl- - 
co Is today a political anomaly 
among republics. If measured 
by the standard which prevails In the 
United States or even in some of the 
Latin countries, In Central and South 
America. We arc told that Its consti- 
tution Is modeled after that of the 
United States, that Its president .is 
elected by universal suffrage, that Its 
legislative power Is vested in a con- 
gress, consisting of two houses like 
'our own, and that Its people have full 
political and civil rights. But a study 
of conditions ns they are shows that 
whatever may bo tho appearances of 
things Mexico is as much a despotism 
today as ItuBsla; that Its ruler, who 
Is styled its president, Is as much an 
autocrat as Czar Nicholas, and that he 
holds power little short of unlimited 
over- tho lives and property of Mexi- 
cans. * 

The recent presidential election In 
Mexico shows tho absurdity of the 
claim which that country makes to be- 
• ing.a republic and emphasizes the" ar- 
bitrary power exercised by President 
Diaz. Tho latter, with the exception 
of the term, 1880-1S84, has been presi- 
dent of Mexico since 187G, when he 
seized tho reins of power as. the lead- 
er of a successful revolution and was 
subsequently elected chief executive, 
if the process of selection could really 
•be called an election. Diaz from the 
beginning held things with a .firm 
hand, and to his ability, which even 
his enemies recognize,- Is duo the sta- 
bility with which the government has 
maintained itself since. That his 
strong hand checked revolution and 
that he was politic onough to foster 
the Investment of foreign capital are 
factors to his credit. But at the same 
time the political aspirations of the 
people to a fuller share In govern- 
ment were trampled upon. Freedom 
of speech and freedom of the press, In 
bo fnr as they conflicted with Diaz and 
his policies, were empty sounds. Diaz 
wns not only the president of. the re- 
public; he wns Its dictator, and his 
strong arm reached to every corner 
of the land to reward and punish. 
A Promise and Its Breaking. 
Naturally such a condition produced 
nomd political unrest, and when In 
March, 1908, Diaz announced that he 
would not be candidate for president 
ngaln, but would aid in tho establish- 
ment of a democratic form of govern- 
ment, for which he said the country 
wns ripe, thero was great rejoicing. 

But the exercise of power is sweet, 
and soon afterward tho word went out 
from official sources that Diaz would 
be a candidate again. Those striving 
for fuller political rights were even 
satisfied with this and started an agi- 
tation favoring Bernardo Reyes, gov- 
ernor of .the state of Neuvo Leon, for 
vice-president Reyes was ono of the 
most popular men in Mexico and his 
uupporters felt that in the event of 
tho death of Diaz, who is now eighty 
years old, the government would be 
safo In tho hands of Reyes, and the 
wave of reform would go on ' un- 
checked. 

As soon as tho ^Democrats placed 
Reyes In nomination, tho followers of 
Diaz* renominated for the same office 
Ramon Corral, the most unpopular 
man In Mexico and a reactionary. And 
then began a bitter persecution of 
«> the Democrats and the Reyes support- 
ers on tho part of Diaz, which shut- 
tors the fiction that thero exists pollt-, 
' leal freedom in Mexico. 

Army officers friendly to Reyes were 
removed. to undeslrablo posts., Con- 
grcsman Barron, who wns chiefly In- 
strumental In naming Reyes for vice- 
president, wsb banished from tho 
country; several other congressmen 
wero deposed; 'students who favored 
Reyes were expelled from state 
schools; public' meetings wero /'sup- 
pressed by tho police or soldiers, and^ 
In various states Reyes supporters 
wero thrown into jail, most of them 
charged with sedition. In every cor- 
ner of the country tho despotic power 



of DInz was felt and neither life nor 
liberty was secure. Newspapers on 
every side were subsidized by the gov- 
ernment or suppressed and their edi- 
tors thrown Into Jail. No criticism of 
Diaz, or advocacy of tho popular move 
ment, was allowed and the editor 
who Indulged In either was either 
expelled or Jailed. 

During this period of political tur- 
moil Bernardo Reyes had kept clear of 
the entlro situation and on several oc- 
casions had emphatically declined to 
be a candidate for vice-president. But 
this did not savo him from tho wrath 
of Diaz. He was treated for a time as 
a prisoner by tho military governor of 
Nuevo Leon, was forced to resign his 
governorship and was then sent on a 
"military mission" to Europe— virtu- 
ally banished. 

Disposing of a Candidate. 
But the popular movement contin- 
ued to grow and soon after the ban- 
ishment of Reyes the Democrats nom- 
inated Don Francisco I. Madero for 
president and Dr. Francisco Vasquoz 
Gomez for vice-president. This was 
In April, 1910, two monthB before the 
election. Meetings were held In tho 
Interests of the Democratic candidates 
and It was apparent that the popular 
movement was making headway. 
Then the police and military got ac- 
tive. The popular meetings wero cup- 
pressed, recoptlons In favor of tho 
candidates wero forblddden, newspa- 
pers advocating their election were 
seized and the constitutional rights of 
the people were trampled upon. As If 
thlB was not discouraging enough, 
Madero was arrested and thrown Into 
jail, the charge against him being 
that of "insulting the nation," presum- 
ably for his temerity in daring to be 
a candidate for tho presidency. This 
virtually ended tho farce of "popular" 
election In Mexico. Diaz and his man 
Corral were of course elected and the 
rule of autocracy was confirmed. 

'After Diaz, tho deluge," is an ex- 
pression that has been frequently used 
in recent years dealing with political 
conditions In Mexico and meaning 
that after his strong arm is removed 
turmoil, and revolution may succeed. 
It is to be feared that there 1b too 
good ground for this apprehension and 
that the repression which una been 
practised under Diaz Is bound to re- 
act. Her people are untrained to t as- 
sume the duties of citizenship and 
mlirbns of her peons are In virtual 
bondage. Popular education has not 
been fostered as It should and poverty 
except among the ruling class Is gen- 
eral. Had Diaz permitted the people 
gradually to exercise a greater sharo 
of government ho would have done 
more for the country than his abso- 
lutism could effect. As It is, when ho 
dies the deluge Is likely to take placo 
and Mexico, so long at peace, may 
enter a revolutionary era.

Houdon's Statue of Washington 



Bacon, and Mrs. Bacon, tho bronze 
replica of Houdon's celebrated statuo 
of Washington in the statehouse at 
Richmond, Va., presented by the state 
of Virginia to the French republic, 
was dedicated with appropriate cere- 
monies. The dedication ceremonies 
took place before a distinguished as- 
semblage of Frenchmen and Ameri- 
cans, Including Marquis de Lafayette, 
members of tho French mission that 
presented to America the statue of 
Rochambeau, now at Washington, and 
Nathan B. Scott, once United States 
Benator from West Virginia, 

They had great doin's there, largely 
military, with a heap of French nota- 
bles and a good many Americans. The 
band played tho "Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner" as Count Ch'ambrun, brother-in- 
law of Congressman Longworth of 
Ohio, great-gran dson of Lafayette, un- 
veiled tho bronze, which was veiled, 
not with the Stars and Stripes, but 
with the "Sic Semper Tyrannis" flag 
of' Virginia. When M. Jusserand made 
his speech ho said, among other 
things: "America Is the only country 
with which Franco has never fought. 
France Is the only country with which 
American was ever an ally." And he 
added: "No gift could be more valu- 
able, as no part of America is dearer 
than historical Virginia, the birthplace 
of tho United States."

Boston.— Of moro than passing in- 
terest in historic old Hampton is 
tho Gen. Jonathan Moulton house in 
the heart of. tho town which was built 
in 17C9.

General Moulton immediately built, 
near tho site of tho destroyed build- 
ing, the house which now stands nt 
the familiar corner near Rand's hill 
and which since his death In 178T 
has been occupied by various first 
families of the hamlet by tho sea.

with a reputation . for geniality and 
Imagination combined, has .. oft on 
paraded the old Moultoh boot with 
which General Moulton "caught tho 
gold from tho devil's coffers" In the 
olden time when superstition ran rife 
In tho neighborhood. 

General Ivioulton was a mighty man 
In the years that called for raon.

In 
return for tho present of a fatted ox 
to Gov. .Bennlng Wontworth, in tho 
colonial, era, Colonel Moulton, as ho 
wns then known, was given a large 
torrltory of wild lands In Coos coun- 
ty, and counties south of Coos, until , 
this resident of Hampton was tho 
largest landowner In the state. Ho 
doubtless never knew the oxtont of his 
possessions. But ho died a bankrupt 
and IiIb property wob sold far and 
wide to different purchasers.
